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Introductory Note 



This pamphlet includes the latest official reports of all the na- 
tional and international Christian student movements embraced in 
the World's Student Christian Federation. The period covered is 
the year beginning March 1, 1903, and ending February 29, 1904. 
A survey of these reports shows that during the year under review 
there has been substantial and encouraging progress made in the 
promotion of Christian life and effort among students in all parts 
of the world. The year has witnessed an increase of over a hun- 
dred Christian student organizations and an augmenting of the 
total membership of the Federation from about ninety thousand to 
fully one hundred thousand. The internal growth has been 
equally notable, both in the student movements of the Occident 
and in those of the Orient.

Reports of the Christian Student Movements of North America 

I. American and Canadian Student Young Men's Christian 
Association 

1. There are 721 student organizations belonging to our move- 
ment. Of these fifty-one are in theological colleges, three in law 
colleges, sixty-five in medical and dental colleges, 309 in university 
colleges of other faculties, 125 in normal, technological, military 
and naval colleges, and the remaining 168 are in academies and 
other preparatory schools. The membership numbers more than 
47,000 students and professors. There are not less than 160,000 
young men and boys in the institutions where organizations are 
found. 

2. During the past year the college section has published the 
following pamphlets : "Membership of the Student Young Men's 
Christian Association," by A. B. Williams, Jr. ; "Report of the 
International Convention of Young Men's Christian Associations 
in Theological Institutions of the United States and Canada." The 
Student Volunteer Movement for Foreign Missions has published : 
"Protestant Missions; Their Rise and Early Progress" (reprint), 
by Augustus C. Thompson, D. D. ; "The New Era in the Philip- 
pines" (reprint), by Rev. A. J. Brown, D. D.; "India and 
Christian Opportunity," by H. P. Beach, M. A., F. R. G. S. ; "If 
God Permit" (reprint), by F. S. Brockman ; "Scripture Principles 
of Giving" (reprint), by Prebendary Fox; "Money; Its Nature 
and Power" (reprint), by Rev. A. F. Schauffler, D. D. The Inter- 
collegian has had over 3,000 regular subscribers. 

3. During the year the following conferences were held: 
(1) A conference of the student secretaries of the International 
Committee, and of the members and secretaries of the Student Vol- 
unteer Movement, for the purpose of discussing the problems arid 
plans of the whole movement. (2) Eleven presidents' confer- 
ences for the preparation of the newly elected presidents in various 
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states or sections. (3) One state and one provincial conference 
for the purpose of strengthening the work in the regions where 
they were held. (4) Seven summer and winter conferences, each 
lasting from eight to ten days, for the students of the different 
sections of North America, with the following attendance of 
students : For the East at East Northfield, Massachusetts, 645 ; for 
the Lake Erie region at Lakeside, Ohio, 222 ; for the Middle West 
at Lake Geneva, Wisconsin, 424 ; for the South at Asheville, North 
Carolina, 236 ; for the Southwest at Ruston, Louisiana, seventy- 
two; for the Pacific Coast at Pacific Grove, California, ninety-six; 
for the Pacific Northwest at Gearhart Park, Oregon, seventy-six. 
Of these the conferences at Lakeside, Rtiston, and Gearhart Park 
were established during the year. The second triennial conference 
of theological students was held at Rochester, New York, with 
an attendance of 374 from fifty-five theological colleges. 

4. The year has been probably the best in our history in 
the number of conversions, especially in the South and West. The 
same factors have contributed in an increasing degree to produce 
this result which have been most fruitful in former years. Among 
these are personal work by the Christian students, and the increas- 
ing practice of personal devotional Bible study. Many universities 
and colleges have had special seasons of evangelistic effort, with 
meetings addressed by men whose character and knowledge of the 
needs of students have enabled them to reach college men. Deep 
spiritual awakenings have resulted. The demand for the services 
of the student secretaries in evangelistic work has been far greater 
than could be met. Emphasis at the conferences and during the 
visits of secretaries on the importance of winning students to 
Christ has done much to lead to these results. The observance 
of the Week of Prayer in November, and the Universal Day of 
Prayer for Students in February has continued to be a useful 
means of winning students. 

5. The past year has been by far the most fruitful in the 
advance in Bible study. The number of students enrolled has been 
increased from 16,000 to 25,000. Bible circles are being conducted 
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in over 100 more colleges than a year ago. In twenty-two states 
and provinces the enrolment is double what it was the preceding 
year. One hundred Bible institutes were conducted during the 
year. One of the most significant facts of the year has been 
the extension of Bible classes among many of the college frater- 
nities. The increase in Bible circles in individual colleges has led 
to the extension of the plan of normal classes for the leaders 
of these circles and the inauguration of the plan of salaried Bible 
study secretaries in some of the leading universities. 

6. More students have offered themselves for missionary ser- 
vice than in any previous year. Two hundred and fifty have 
entered upon foreign missionary work. The number enrolled in 
missionary study has increased to 9,025, showing a greater increase 
than in any previous year. A total of $70,000 was contributed 
through student Christian organizations to home and foreign mis- 
sions. Through the influence of the leaders of the student Asso- 
ciation movement an independent Young People's Missionary 
Movement has been organized with the cordial support of the 
various missionary societies. This movement has held successful 
conferences of missionary leaders of young people's societies at 
Silver Bay, New York, and Lookout Mountain, Tennessee. 

7. Among other encouraging facts in connection with our 
movement may be noted : (1) The number of general secretaries 
at student centers has been considerably increased. (2) More stu- 
dent Association buildings have been secured or assured than in 
any one preceding year. The most prominent building enter- 
prises completed are those at McGill University, the University of 
Virginia, Iowa State College, and the University of North Caro- 
lina. (3) During the year the theological colleges of Canada 
have joined the movement and several important theological col- 
leges of the United States have also been affiliated. 

8. Our movement has many problems concerning which 
we desire the prayers of the leaders of the other movements. 
Among the most difficult of solution are: (1) How to reach 
more extensively and effectively the large number of medical and 
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other professional students in the metropolitan centers. (2) 
How to organize and make fruitful Christian work among the 
boys of the high schools from which some of the strongest college 
men come. (3) How to reach all classes of students in the insti- 
tutions where Associations already exist. (4) How to enlist a 
larger number of the ablest men to devote their lives to service as 
Christian ministers and in other Christian callings. (5) How to 
secure adequate financial support for the work of our movement 
(6) How to deepen the prayer life of the members of our 
movement. 

9. The Federation can serve our movement : (1) By bringing 
to our attention encouraging facts regarding the work of other 
movements. (2) By securing visits of representatives of other 
movements to help solve peculiar problems growing out of the im- 
migration to this country of large bodies of people from other 
countries. (3) By making special effort to reach American and 
Canadian students in the universities of other countries. (4) By 
enlisting more prayer for our movement on the part of the mem- 
bers of other movements.

II. American Student Young Women's Christian Association 

1. The total number of separate student organizations belong- 
ing to our movement is 509 ; the total number of members reported 
is 32,916. 

2. We have published during the year the following pam- 
phlets: "Finance Work," "Departmental Plans of Cabinet and 
Conference Work," "Spiritual Awakening in Student Associa- 
tions," "Struggle Between Heart and Mind," and a leaflet on the 
"Visit of a Secretary"; also report blanks for the use of state 
secretaries and the "Statistical Record Book" for the use of local 
student Associations. 
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3. There have been four student conf erences during the year : 
namely, at Capitola, California, with 257 delegates; at Asheville, 
North Carolina, with 267 delegates; at Silver Bay, New York, 
with 568 delegates; and at Lake Geneva, Wisconsin, with 518 
delegates. 

4. There has been a steady increase over last year in the spirit- 
ual results of our student work. Marked spiritual awakenings 
have occurred at a number of centers in different parts of the 
country. On the Pacific Coast there was a general awaken- 
ing last fall which has continued in strength since that time. 
Some of our state universities, too, have seen large numbers of 
students become Christians this year — the principal causes being 
the reflex influence of our summer conferences, the evangelistic 
work done by our traveling secretaries, and increased interest in 
Bible study. In the centers where we have not witnessed these 
awakenings we have found a corresponding weakness in Bible 
study and in {he organized work of the Association. 

5. Our annual report shows 1,182 Association Bible classes 
with a total enrolment of 14,938 students. This is an increase of 
582 classes over last year's report. There has been increased effi- 
ciency in the office in corresponding with the Bible study leaders 
and securing workers' reports. There are more students enrolled 
in Association Bible classes this year than were reported last year 
in both Association classes and the Bible study classes of the col- 
lege curriculum. 

6. There has been a deeper interest in the foreign Association 
work as evidenced by the fact that the student Associations con- 
nected with four different state committees have decided to sup- 
port their own substitutes in the foreign field, and a number of 
other groups of states have united in having their own missionary 
substitutes. The attendance at missionary institutes held in con- 
nection with our summer conferences was larger during the past 
year than ever before. Eight of our traveling secretaries are 
student volunteers, and a number of them are on the way to the 
field. Many of the Associations have added missionary libraries, 
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and in one state every one of the more than thirty Associations 
shows a new library of 100 volumes. 

7. There has been an increase in the number of local student 
secretaries. The Associations in twenty-three institutions now 
employ general secretaries for the entire year. Student Asso- 
ciations have been organized in seventy-one institutions, which 
is a larger number than in any preceding year. The Work on the 
various Association standing committees has enlisted a larger 
number of students than ever before, giving each one definite re- 
sponsibility. One college reports 242 students in the different de- 
partments of committee work. 

8. The difficulty in getting our women students to become mis- 
sionaries is a great one. While many have become volunteers the 
past year this is still our weakest point. The claims of the mis- 
sionary field have not won the allegiance of a sufficient number of 
our strongest students. Our movement needs also a quickening of 
responsibility among the Christian students for the spiritual needs 
of their fellow students who are not Christians or are merely nom- 
inal Christians. We long to have a larger group of students in 
each college who will deal personally with individuals, presenting 
the claims of Christ. And back of this is the great need that each 
member of our student Associations shall give a larger place in 
her daily program to secret intercessory prayer. 

9. The Federation has already been of great service to our move- 
ment through its printed matter and occasional addresses by the 
general secretary at our summer schools. We would also gladly 
welcome representatives of other student movements at our stu- 
dent conferences, and printed articles describing methods and de- 
partments of work in other Associations would be most helpful.

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III. Canadian Student Young Women's Christian Association 

1. There are twenty-three student Associations in our move- 
ment with a total membership of 1,034. In other institutions 
there are departments of Association work. In the twenty uni- . 
versities and colleges from which reports have been received 
over eighty-five per cent, are members of the Association. 

2. The report of the fifth national convention, covering the 
past three years' work, has been published. 

3. In June the Silver Bay Student Conference was attended by 
fifteen delegates. In October the fifth national convention 
of the Young Women's Christian Associations of Canada, held in 
Toronto, was attended by seventy-nine student delegates. In Jan- 
uary an intercollegiate workers' conference for the Young Wo- 
men's Christian Associations of Toronto was attended by about 
twenty-five delegates. 

4. The proportion of students who have become Christians 
during the past year as far as records have been received is about 
the same as last year. The means have been chiefly personal 
work, influence of associates, and special prayer services. 

5. The number of Bible classes during the past year has more 
than doubled. The group plan has been adopted in some colleges 
and found most successful. The enrolment is about 655. 

6. A large increase in missionary gifts in some of the colleges 
and the recent adoption of systematic giving in others are en- 
couraging facts. Although the number of volunteers is small it is 
in most cases the strongest and most promising students who are 
offering themselves for foreign service. 

7. Other encouraging facts are: (1) The marked success of 
the national convention held in October and the valuable help 
received from the World's Student Christian Federation Secretary 
at this convention. (2) The decision of our movement to unite 
with the city Associati6ns of Canada and support a representa- 
tive as foreign secretary. (3) The large increase in the number 
of contributors and the amount given toward the support of our 
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national work. (4) The increasing number of the best students 
who on graduating are taking up definite Christian work. 

8. The prayers of the leaders of other movements are desired 
for a deeper spiritual life in the Associations ; for the Bible study 
department that it may be more strongly developed in each Asso- 
ciation; for a larger number of conversions; and that a greater 
proportion of students may volunteer for foreign service.

Report of the Australasian Student Christian Union 

1. There are forty-nine separate Unions in affiliation with the 
Australasian Student Christian Union. Of these, eight are in uni- 
versities (including all the universities of Australia and New 
Zealand), seven in theological colleges, four in technical and pro- 
fessional colleges of various characters, and thirty in secondary 
schools. The total student membership is 1,720. In addition 
some of the larger university Unions carry on very successful 
branches among graduates. 

2. The following new publications have been issued: "In- 
dividual Work," an address given by Mr. Mott at several universi- 
ties in Australia and New Zealand during March and April, 1903 ; 
"Australasia and the World's Evangelization," a full report of 
the addresses delivered at the student conferences on home and 
foreign missions held at Melbourne and Christchurch in 1903. 

3. A conference on home and foreign missions was held at 
Melbourne, Victoria, April 10-12. The total registered delega- 
tion was 332. A similar conference was held at Christchurch, 
New Zealand, May 2 and 3, with 318 registered delegates. These 
two conferences are by far the largest gatherings of students ever 
held in Australasia, and, with the possible exception of the con- 
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ierence in 1896 at which the Australasian Student Christian Union 
was inaugurated, the most important in their results. Summer 
conferences were held at Mount Barker, South Australia, Jan- 
uary 3-10, 127 students in attendance, and at New Plymouth, 
New Zealand, January 21-27, with sixty-six delegates. On Au- 
gust 22 a well attended conference of Unions within the State of 
Victoria was held at Ormond College, Melbourne University. 

4. During the months of March, April, and part of May our 
movement was richly blessed with a visit from the General Secre- 
tary of the Federation. In addition to conducting two missionary 
conferences, mentioned above, Mr. Mott was able to deliver a se- 
ries of addresses at the various university centers, and there is no 
doubt that the students of Australasia have during the past year 
been more deeply moved than by any previous religious or evan- 
gelistic influence. 

5. Last year we were able to report an increase of over sixty 
per cent in the number of university students enrolled in Bible 
classes. This year we find an almost exactly similar increase of 
sixty per cent, over last year's figures. It is now estimated that one 
in every six of the students in Australia and New Zealand is en- 
rolled in Christian Union Bible classes. Bible study is also con- 
ducted regularly in most of the school Unions. The enrolment of 
students and school pupils has been about 1,300. 

6. The most remarkable development in our work during the 
past year has been the revival of missionary interest. The mis- 
sionary department had for long been the weakest side of the work 
in Australasia. The two missionary conferences have, however, 
had very great and far-reaching influences. Since the conferences 
were held thirty students have volunteered for foreign service, 
bringing the Australasian volunteer roll to 133. Well attended 
missionary study classes are now held in connection with all the 
university and many of the college Unions. During the recent 
-summer vacation a number of students from the various university 
colleges of New Zealand conducted most successful tours among 
the churches in order that the missionary impulse which they had 
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received from the conference might be carried to others. Report 
speaks highly of the results of these efforts. 

7. A second traveling secretary has now been added to the 
Australasian staff. For some time it had been felt that the field 
was too large and too scattered for one man adequately to cover. 
With two traveling secretaries there will now be possibilities of 
largely extending the movement's sphere of influence and also of 
making the work much more thorough where Unions are already 
established. During the past year classes for the study of apolo- 
getics have been established by some of the university Unions. 
Interest has been awakened in the study of social problems. 

8. We need the prayers of leaders of other movements that the 
awakening of missionary interest may be not only continued, but 
constantly increased. That the students of Australia may be 
able to follow the example of their fellows in New Zealand, and 
during the next summer vacation take steps to carry their message 
of world-wide evangelization to the churches and young people's 
societies. That graduates' Unions (already successfully worked 
among women) may bind together for Christian fellowship and 
influence men graduates also. While the work of the Australasian 
movement has been wonderfully deepened and greatly elaborated 
during the past year, there has not been the increase in member- 
ship which we had expected as a result of Mr. Mott's visit. We 
desire, therefore, the earnest prayers of the leaders of other move- 
ments that our Unions may extend their influence largely among 
the many students who are still indifferent. 

9. We have to record the deep thanks of the Australasian 
movement to the General Committee of the Federation for having 
spared the General Secretary to us last year. In our isolated 
position such visits occasionally are of inestimable value in draw- 
ing us closer to the world-wide movement. We sincerely trust 
that we shall not now be left for a further period of seven years 
without personal contact with the Federation leaders.

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Report of the British College Christian Union 

1. Fifty-six men's colleges, fifty-six women's colleges, and 
forty-one theological colleges have Unions affiliated with the 
British College Christian Union. The membership of these 
Unions in the non-theological colleges is about 4,000. 

2. The following publications have been issued during the 
year: "Studies in Amos and Malachi," by Rev. A. H. Plumptre; 
"Studies in the Teaching of Jesus," by J. H. Oldham; "Sug- 
gestions for the Study of Comparative Biographies," and "Four 
Outline Studies in the Problem of World-wide Evangelization," 
by Tissington Tatlow; "A Sketch of Methods of Missionary 
Study in a Theological College" ; "Notes on Social Study" ; "A 
Brief Sketch of the British College Christian Union" ; "Report of 
the Edinburgh Conference of the Student Volunteer Missionary 
Union." 

3. Two student conferences were held during the year, one at 
Matlock in the summer, when 400 students were present, and a 
conference of the Student Volunteer Missionary Union at Edin- 
burgh in January, 1904, when 807 students were present. 

4. The year has been remarkable for an evangelistic mission 
at Cambridge University at which 150 men professed conversion. 
The success of the mission may be traced to the prayers and per- 
sonal work of the members of the Christian Union, as well as to 
the thorough and detailed organization of the meetings. At Edin- 
burgh also, a meeting held at the close of the Student Volunteer 
Missionary Union Conference was the means of many conver- 
sions and of an increase to the numbers of the Christian Union. 
In some other colleges men have been won through Bible circles. 
We need a greater sense of our responsibility as Christian stu- 
dents to our fellows and a deeper knowledge and love of Christ. 

5. The Bible circles show an improvement both in organization 
and quality. Their great importance is more generally recognized 
and they are often used to interest students outside the Union. 
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"Studies in the Teaching of Jesus/' by J. H. Oldham, has been 
most successful both in encouraging private study and also pro- 
viding subjects for general discussion. We have about 3,000 stu- 
dents in Bible circles. 

6. The most important event of the year in connection with 
the missionary side of our movement was the conference at Edin- 
burgh, where over 800 students were present. The conference re- 
sulted in a general increase of missionary interest throughout our 
whole field, and there has been a marked increase in the number of 
missionary study bands since the conference. A larger number 
of students have joined the Student Volunteer Missionary Union 
this year than for several years previously, the increase which was 
reported last year being well maintained. The work done by the 
student missionary campaign increases steadily year by year. A 
Church of England campaign has been started, but is still small. 
Most of the work has been done in connection with the Free 
Churches. In every department the missionary interest appears to 
be deeper and more widespread than in the previous year, as seen 
by the numbers joining the Union, the variety of colleges supply- 
ing new student volunteers, the number studying foreign mis- 
sions (about 1,000), and the personal work done by members of 
the Union. 

7. The following facts are encouraging: (1) Three new 
Unions have been formed and affiliated, namely, Exeter, Reading, 
and Bradford. (2) A missionary campaign, organized by the 
student volunteers of Cambridge at Norwich in the autumn, was 
so successful that the experiment is to be repeated at Huddersfield 
by the invitation of the Bishop of Wakefield on a larger scale. 
(3) By publishing The Student Movement with a lofcal supple- 
ment, the St. Andrews Christian Union has increased its circula- 
tion threefold in the university. We hope that other Unions will 
adopt the same method where possible. (4) The Watchword is 
coming to be regarded as binding not only upon student volun- 
teers, but upon all Christians. This manifests itself, for example, 
in an increased interest in social needs and problems. 
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8. We have many difficulties for which we desire the prayers 
of the other movements : (1) How to maintain and follow up the 
work done in the first few weeks of the session. Unless students 
are reached in these first weeks it is hard to bring them into touch 
with the Christian Union at all. (2) How to get into closer touch 
with the bigger universities — Oxford, Cambridge, and Dublin — 
and to get into touch with the military and naval colleges. (3) 
How to find strong leaders — traveling secretaries and others. 
(4) To adapt our organization so as to meet the needs of the nor- 
mal students. These students who are in training to be teachers 
in the elementary and secondary schools of the country form a 
large and important class. It is difficult to see how to make the 
best use of the short time which they are able to devote to Chris- 
tian Union work. (5) To raise sufficient funds. The colleges 
cannot support the Union and the difficulty of getting help from 
outside is a continual burden upon the shoulders of the Executive^ 
(6) Lastly, there is the prime difficulty of winning men to Christ. 
We want to keep our aim in view. May God speak to each of u* 
who are members of this Union that we may speak to others "in* 
living echoes of His tone." 

9. The Federation can continue best to serve our movement:: 
(1) by repeating the call to a Universal Day of Prayer for Stu- 
dents; (2) by granting us the occasional help of the General 
Secretary in efforts to fully reach our larger student centers; 
(3) by keeping our leaders informed concerning student work in? 
all lands.

TlSSINGTON TaTLOW., 
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Report of the College Young Men's Christian Association of 
China, Korea, and Hongkong 

1. The total number of separate student Associations report- 
ing is thirty-seven. These are located in nine different provinces 
and contain a total membership of 1808, of whom 1,032 are active 
and 776 are associate members. Two prominent Associations, 
one in Nanking and one in Canton, have failed to send in their 
reports and are not included in the above figures. 

2. The following new publications have been issued during 
the year : In English, "Advance Steps in the Young Men's Chris- 
tian Associations of China, Korea, and Hongkong During the 
Year 1903" ; "A List of Publications on Bible Study and Work 
for Young Men, i903" ; and "The Programme for Reform." In 
Chinese, "Ten Minutes Exercise for Busy Men." 

3. No general student conferences have been held during the 
year, but a conference was held by the five college Associations 
of Foochow attended by practically the entire membership. 

4. The number of conversions resulting in the actual uniting 
of the men with the Church (full communicants) reported dur- 
ing the year was of teachers five and of students 147, making a 
total of 152. This is fifty-one more than were reported for the 
previous year, an increase of fifty per cent. No causes for the ad- 
vance can be tabulated. The large proportion of the conversions 
took place in the Fukien and Shantung Provinces (fifty-one in 
the former and forty-two in the latter), where special evangel- 
istic campaigns had been held in several of the colleges. These 
doubtless had much to do with the large ingathering. 

5. The number of Bible classes reported is ninety-eight, with 
1,223 students. This represents an increase of 111 students over 
last year. The interest has been maintained largely by the transla- 
tion and adaptation of Professor Bosworth's course, "Studies 
in the Teachings of Jesus and His Apostles," which has been pub- 
lished month by month in China? s Young Men. 
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6. The student Associations have continued their interest in 
direct missionary effort on behalf of the unenlightened people of 
their respective neighborhoods. One Association (that of 
Tengchow, Shantung) conducted a successful evangelistic cam- 
paign during the New Year holiday season in which thirty mem- 
bers joined in a four days' effort in which scientific apparatus was 
used as the attraction. More than 3,000 men were brought within 
the hearing of the Gospel during this period. The number of 
last year's graduates who entered the ministry was sixty-nine, 
or one in thirteen of all the Christian students. Nearly one-half 
of these are reported in the one Province of Fukien, and almost 
one-half of the remainder in the Province of Shantung, the two 
provinces in which evangelistic work on the part of students and 
in behalf of students has been most emphasized. 

7. One of the most encouraging facts in regard to the college 
Associations is their vitality. The exigencies of the case have 
been such during the past year that it has been impossible for the 
secretaries of the General Committee to visit very many colleges. 
In spite of this fact there has been a perceptible growth in 
the work of the Associations, notably on evangelistic and mis- 
sionary lines, as has already been pointed out. The member- 
ship, too, has increased from 1,764 reported last year, to 1,808, 
an increase of four and one-half per cent. The Bible institutes in 
Shanghai and Tientsin were a decided advance. At the former 
center five sessions were held averaging seventy-one in attendance. 
At Tientsin nine regular sessions were held with two extra ses- 
sions, or eleven sessions in all, with an average attendance of 
154 men. The largest meetings were attended by between five and 
six hundred men. An interesting feature was the place of meet- 
ing — the Kiangsu Guild Hall. It was probably the first time a 
guild hall was ever used for a series of distinctively Christian ser- 
vices. As a result of the institute sixteen men applied for mem- 
bership in the Association and eight others publicly declared their 
intention of becoming Christians. 

8. Our greatest unsolved problem continues to be the reaching 
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of the million of literati scattered all over China. Progress has 
been made in the study of the problem, and work under one aus- 
pices and another is being begun at six great centers, five of 
which are provincial or vice-regal capitals^ The problem of 
China's evangelization in this generation is also a problem in 
which our movement has great responsibility. Towards its so- 
lution we must look for a mighty outpouring of the spirit of 
evangelism on the young men of the colleges. The immediate 
problem, therefore, is the problem of prayer and of cooperation 
with the Spirit in leading young men out into evangelistic effort. 

9. The time is ripe, we believe, for a strong evangelistic cam- 
paign. The Federation could contribute much by sending out its. 
General Secretary for such a campaign at such centers as Peking, 
Tientsin, Chinanfu, Wuchang, Nanking, Shanghai, Foochow, 
Amoy, Canton, and Hongkong. It would require not less than 
five months' time to reach these ten centers of influence, but where 
could five months be more profitably invested?

Reports of the Christian Student Movements of Belgium, France, 
Holland, and Switzerland 

I. Belgium 

1. We have in Belgium about twenty-five students who are in- 
terested in our student movement, but we have no separate stu- 
dent organizations in any of our universities. 

2. Our movement has not yet been able to publish any pam- 
phlets or leaflets. 

3. One student conference was held in Brussels March 7 and 8. 
There were about sixteen students from Belgium present and two 
French student delegates from Paris and Lille. 
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4. Our movement is too new and too weak to have a great in- 
fluence or to have yet brought students to Christ, but we have in- 
terested a few students who were not Protestants and who as- 
sisted at the conference. 

5. We have no Bible classes in our student movement 

6. As yet no missionary interest has been awakened among 
our students. 

8. The most difficult problem is to form Bible classes and to 
interest our Protestant students in Bible study. Another problem 
is the small number of interested students in the different univer- 
sities. 

9. We should be glad if the other movements would kindly 
remember us in their prayers to help us to overcome these difficul- 
ties and that with God's blessing we may progress year after year.

II. France 

1. We have twelve student organizations, three in Paris, and 
one each in Nancy, Lille, Caen, Bordeaux, Montauban, Toulouse, 
Montpellier, Nimes, Marseilles, and Aix. The total membership 
is between 420 and 450. 

2. We publish a periodical, the Bulletin, and have issued in 
pamphlet form some articles from the same. 

3. We have held two student conferences, one in Bione, near 
Montpellier, attended by about fifty students, and one in Toulouse 
with thirty in attendance. 

5. We are trying to instruct the members of our student move- 
ment on religious subjects through expositions of the Bible by 
earnest professors or students who are especially competent to do 
such work. In the Paris Association particularly we are trying 
to do this. The same thing is being tried in the Associations in 
Nancy, Bordeaux, and Montpellier. Montauban is an exception, 
because there are only theological students in that place. We have 
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prayer meetings and Bible study here, but it is the only Associa- 
tion where it is possible to do so. 

6. Our Associations in Paris and Montauban are interested in 
missions, but we have no facts of special interest to report. 

7. We have now more student organizations than at the last 
report We have evidences of a growing desire on the part of 
students to live better. On several occasions Catholic students 
have come to our meetings and in one case have taken part. 
Gratifying progress has been made in reaching the lyceens, or boys 
in preparatory schools. The students in the universities have 
great influence over the lycSens, and in Nimes and in Marseilles 
especially encouraging beginnings have been made. 

8. Our most difficult problems are the religious indifference 
and the religious ignorance of our fellow students. Our Asso- 
ciations need to learn the meaning of personal and individual 
work. 

9. I would suggest, after my experience in Belgium, that our 
students have controversial meetings for students who are opposed 
to our faith. I think we do not do enough for others, and that it 
would be a good thing to try to have in other movements such 

, meetings as are held in Belgium.

HI. Holland 

1. The Netherlands Christian Students' Union consists of 
eight Unions with 200 members. 

2. Besides the weekly paper, The Reports of Eltheto, pub- 
lished in connection with the Utrecht Student Missionary Asso- 
ciation of that name, we issued the following pamphlets : "The 
Origin of the Netherlands Christian Students' Union," by Rev. 
Th. Scharten; a lecture by Paul Humburg on "Caricature or 
Character" (in German) ; an explanation of the N. C. S. U. basis, 
by Dr. J. H. Adriani ; and new statutes. 

3. The conferences were held in September at Laren and in 
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February at Leiden. The one at Laren was attended by more than 
a hundred students, both men and women, the one at Leiden by 
ninety persons. 

4. Our movement has been more strongly organized in the last 
year and can certainly be of more influence, but there is danger 
of the form killing the contents. The great reason why there is so 
little action in the student world is the lack of enthusiasm. 

5. More stress is laid on the forming of Bible classes, but in 
this case also the interest might be greater. The Dutch student 
speaks with difficulty about questions of faith, even in an intimate 
circle. 

6. The missionary interest is decidedly growing. The pres- 
ence of some important Christian men from India at our summer 
conference contributed much to bringing the missionary cause 
more clearly before us. Without difficulty fourteen students were 
found ready to go to the Edinburgh Conference. All of them wit- 
ness to a great blessing received there. The Student Union for 
Missions, organized in 1899 with two members, now has ten 
members, among them a woman physician. Three of them have 
already gone to the mission field and two more hope to sail for 
India this year. The last meeting of the Missionary Union was 
very well attended. We expect much from the visit of Rev. J. H. 
Maclean during the first half of May in the awakening of mis- 
sionary love and interest. 

7. A visible blessing rests on our work among boys. Not- 
withstanding continual rainy weather and other difficulties the 
camp was a real success, especially in spiritual respects. In De- 
cember there appeared the first number of the Camp News, z pa- 
per for boys which we expect to issue four times a year, and to 
which boys may contribute as well as students. We are trying 
to organize the boys in a permanent way. Another reason for 
thankfulness is the growing attendance at the conferences. 

8. If there is much to be thankful for there remains still more 
to pray for. In the first place we must ask for more personal sur- 
render to God, that more men may be found who are ready and 
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able to be leaders and to inspire others. Another stumbling- 
block in the student world is the conservatism which recoils from 
^everything that is new. As to the organization of the boys, we 
can only be led in the right way by the Spirit of God. 

9. We strongly desire to receive the literature of the different 
countries, as it has already been of much use to us.

IV. Switzerland 

1. We must distinguish clearly between German and French 
Switzerland. The national unity is indeed strong, but in matters 
pertaining to Christian students the French section has gone 
ahead and developed better than the German. We have in all 
three French and three German universities and two technical 
high schools with a total of over 6,200 students. Of these only 
forty participate in our Associations among the French (see the 
report of last year) and about twenty among the Germans. One 
peculiarity of our work, in which we differ from other countries, 
is that in lectures for students we have not sought to discuss prac- 
tical religious themes so much as scientific themes, such as, for 
instance, Science and Faith, Tolstoi and Christianity, Critique on 
Monism, Babel and Bible, the Significance of the Incomprehensi- 
ble in Science and in Christianity, Scientific and Religious Cer- 
tainty, Bible Criticism and Faith, the Philosophy of Renouvier, 
-etc. After these lectures, discussions take place. The lectures 
are mostly given by professors. There were from twenty to two 
hundred students present at these lectures. This plan has its 
advantages and its disadvantages. It is in every case necessary 
that, in connection with the lectures, a strong Christian life and 
intercourse with God be cultivated, otherwise the work becomes 
lifeless and ineffective. We wish, therefore, to do yet more for 
the development of the Christian life. 

2. We issued last year the following publications : (a) In Ger- 
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man : "Report of the Christian Students' Conference in Aarau in 
1903" ; "The Influence of Prayer on Our Religious Life" (German 
and French) ; "Freedom and Responsibility," by Frank Lenwood 
(copied from the Soro report), (b) In French: "Report of the 
Conference at Ste. Croix" ; "Religious Art in Italy" ; "Significance 
of the Incomprehensible in Science and Christianity" ; "The Judg- 
ment of a Christian upon the Condition of the Industrial Work- 
man" ; "Fundamental Principles of Our Work" ; "A Fundamental 
Question of Our Time" ; "A Center of Attractive Power." The 
official organ of the Association in French Switzerland is the 
Bulletin des Associations chretiennes d'etudiants, which is issued 
in Paris and numbers about 400 subscribers. 

3. Seventy-four students attended the conference of German 
Switzerland at Aarau in March, 1903. At the conference at Ste. 
Croix (French Switzerland), September, 1903, sixty-three stu- 
dents were present. At a gymnasium gathering in May and at a 
gymnasium boys' camp in August, 1903, about twenty to thirty 
Tx>ys from fourteen to nineteen years of age were present. 

4. As to the number of students led to Christ I can say nothing 
iurther than what was said in our report last year. 

5. This year we have not made any real progress in Bible 
study. The main hindrance is the critical treatment of the Bible. 
Thus far the theologians, more than the students of other depart- 
ments, fail to read the Bible to their own edification. 

6. There is nothing to say regarding mission study further 
than what was reported last year. 

7. Our greatest encouragement was the fact that God blessed 
the boys' camp and the conference. 

8. We pray especially that God may show us how to carry on 
Bible study farther and better, how to arouse more missionary in- 
terest, also how to have a greater influence on gymnasium students. 

9. So far as I can see, the Federation can help us most by al- 
ways encouraging us. We are helped also by literature from the 
different countries.

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Report of the German Christian Students* Alliance 

1. The number of separate student organizations included in 
the Deutsche Christliche Studenten-Vereinigung is twenty-four, 
at seventeen universities and eight polytechnics. Most of the 
Unions make no clear difference between members and occasional 
guests, lest the circles be shunned by strangers as being another 
kind of statutory and exclusive corporation (see No. 8). As to 
membership, therefore, exact figures are impossible. We gen- 
erally count as members the regular attendants of our weekly Bi- 
ble circles. Their total number is now 300 instead of 270 in the 
preceding year. 

2. A pamphlet, "The Calling of the Christian Student," has 
been reprinted. We issued a new and enlarged edition of the di- 
rectory of all the graduated members of our Unions. The periodi- 
cal of the movement, Mitteilungen, had three issues in the summer 
and four in the winter. The Studentenbund fur Mission, our Vol- 
unteer Movement, published three numbers of Lose Hefte, being 
devoted exclusively to missionary purposes, and published a short 
outline study in the history of the Basel Missionary Society to be 
used by mission study bands. Both the Mitteilungen and the Lose 
Hefte are circulated without any subscriptions. 

3. The General Conference was held at Wernigerode, Harz 
Mountains, August 6-10, 1903, with a total attendance of 172, 126 
of whom were students (divinity 52, arts 24, law 13, medicine 4, 
technical 33), thirty-four graduates, and twelve foreign delegates. 
The one-day provincial holidays meeting is becoming more and 
more popular. In about eight states or provinces such meetings 
were arranged both in the Easter and summer vacations, at- 
tended by from four to twenty-five students and graduates. 

4. Personal conversion being a very private matter with Ger- 
man students, it is difficult to give an exact statement with regard 
to the fruitfulness of our movement in influencing students to be- 
come Christians. Yet there has been an advance in this direction, 
several Unions showing more spiritual strength and more definite- 
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ness and zeal in Christian work. This is due, among other rea- 
sons, to the work which Herr Evers did during last winter (see 
7). But still there is a great lack, because we have no permanent 
traveling secretary and because the number of students doing per- 
sonal work and making intercession for their fellow students is 
comparatively very small. 

5. Owing to the Pietistic origin of our movement, common Bi- 
ble study is to be regarded not only as a department of our work, 
but as its first and fundamental basis, all other features of Asso- 
ciation life being secondary and differing at the different centers. 
So the growth of our membership means also a promotion of Bi- 
ble study. The following methods of study have been chiefly 
used : either whole biblical books were read and discussed contin- 
uously, or single topics were taken up and illustrated by a few 
prominent Scripture passages, or some principal doctrines were 
followed through the whole Bible. 

6. Twelve students have offered themselves for foreign mis- 
sionary service and joined the Studentenbund fur Mission. Four 
volunteers have gone to the mission field. All the stronger local 
Unions have mission study circles. One day of the Wernigerode 
Conference was reserved for missions and had good results. 
Thirteen German student delegates and some other guests went 
to the International Student Missionary Conference held at Edin- 
burgh, January 2-6, 1904. A special Edinburgh Conference num- 
ber of the Lose Hefte was published, with an issue of 1,600. At 
some centers, students influenced by this conference have begun to 
hold regular meetings for earnest and definite prayer that God 
may arouse a general missionary movement among the students of 
Germany. There is a tendency on the part of leading missionary 
authorities to show our movement more sympathy than when it 
started some years ago. General missionary interest is evidently 
increasing among students, owing to the missionary lectures by 
Dr. Warneck and other professors and to the efforts of mission- 
aries and other speakers addressing student audiences on behalf of 
foreign missions. 
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7. It was possible to get Herr Evers of Wemigerode to travel 
among our universities and polytechnics as a secretary during last 
winter. Much has been done in unifying and strengthening the 
growing force of members who have left the university, our so- 
called "Altfreunde." An "Altfreunde" committee has been formed 
which is represented in the General Committee of our movement 
by two advisory members. Provincial "Altfreunde" Unions were 
organized which arrange regular meetings. Their aim is both to 
encourage Christian witnessing and Christian activity in all phases 
of professional life, and to support the student Unions spiritually 
and financially. The work among gymnasium boys has made very 
good progress in several provinces. At Berlin a small Women 
Students' Christian Union has sprung into existence, being in 
some, though not official, connection with our movement. At 
some universities the arrangement of a Christmas celebration 
proved to be a means of influencing a large number of students 
outside the Union. 

8. We need prayer : (1) That we may find secretaries for our 
work. (2) That the work of the Student Volunteer Movement, 
which intends to appoint a traveling secretary in the second half of 
this year and to hold its fourth General Missionary Conference in 
April, 1905, may result in a deep stirring of missionary enthusiasm 
and missionary activity, both home and foreign. (3) That our 
members may find a Scriptural standpoint with regard to the 
Holy Scriptures. (4) That our work may receive more sym- 
pathy and help from academical teachers and from the Church. 
(5) That the strong barriers, preventing students from even no- 
ticing our movement, may be lowered, namely, the exclusive and 
enslaving esprit de corps of the numerous student corporations, 
the widespread religious indifference, the consciously anti-Chris- 
tian materialism, and the dislike, even among Christians, of Chris- 
tian fellowship. 

9. Mutual help between the Federation and our movement may 
be facilitated: (1) By a faithful use of the objects of intercession 
given in No. 8 of this report. (2) By enlisting the prayers of lead- 
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ers of the other movements in all important phases of work, such 
as secretaries' travels and conferences. (3) By erecting a special 
agency in each country for the purchase of Federation literature. 
(4) By extending the system of Federation reports in the organ of 
each movement and by appointing for this purpose special re- 
porters for each country. (5) By encouraging members of other 
movements, who study in Germany, to identify themselves with our 
movement ; by giving our Unions hints as to how they can reach 
foreigners within their field, and by furnishing apt literature from 
the respective countries. (6) By following up German students 
in foreign universities, where they are often more accessible than 
at home, and by directing them to us on their return home.

Reports of the Christian Student Movements of India and Ceylon 

I. Intercollegiate Young Men's Christian Association of India 
and Ceylon 

A. India 

1. During the year five student Associations have been formed 
and four have ceased to exist, leaving forty-one Associations with 
a total membership of 2,340. Twenty-eight city Associations re- 
port 690 student members, making the whole number 3,030, or a 
gain of six and three-quarter per cent. Of these 1,807 are active 
members. 

2. Several pamphlets were published this year, mainly upon 
Bible study. These are for use both by the city and college Asso- 
ciations. "Studies in Ephesians," "Studies in Galatians," "Studies 
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in Romans," and "Studies in Colossians" were prepared by Mr. 
G. S. Eddy. The first three were printed both in English and 
Tamil, Mr. Eddy being assisted in the translation by Mr. V. S. 
Azariah. "Studies in Colossians" appeared in English only. The 
editions in Tamil were very large and thousands of studies have 
been sold. This has given a great stimulus to the Bible study de- 
partment, as will be seen by referring to that section. A sym- 
posium, "Why More Educated Young Men do not Enter Chris- 
tian Work," was reprinted in pamphlet form from The Young 
Men of India. Both The Young Men of India and The Inquirer 
continue to serve the student department. 

3. Three camps, mainly for students, have been held this year. 
The South India Camp at Walajabad (reported last year) was 
held April 10-13, having eighty-six regular delegates and four- 
teen others, a total of 100. Twenty-eight schools and colleges and 
eleven denominations were represented. The Punjab Camp was 
held September 27-30 at Wagah, having ninety-five delegates, 
nearly all of whom were students. There were a few missionaries. 
The North India Student Christian Camp held its first meeting at 
Etawah December 31, 1903, to January 3, 1904. There were only 
thirty present, largely from three colleges. All of these camps re- 
port most helpful and inspiring sessions, and a great stimulus to the 
Christian life and work was received. 

4. Twelve Associations report 146 conversions. This does not 
include the results of the remarkable evangelistic work of Mr. 
Eddy and Mr. Azariah in South India, where 1,000 conversions 
have been reported from among the schools, colleges, villages, and 
native churches. In this campaign twenty-one Associations were 
visited and a series of meetings held in thirty-two institutions. 
Causes given for students accepting Christ in the colleges were 
revival meetings, evangelistic meetings, personal work, regular 
meetings, and meetings for the deepening of the Christian life. 

5. Some real progress has been made in the promotion of Bible 
study. Short courses were prepared for The Young Men of India 
on Ephesians, Colossians, Galatians, Romans, and I. Corinthians. 
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All except the last of these were published in pamphlet form and 
the Associations urged to form classes. As a result the number 
taking Bible study this year increased fifty-nine per cent. Twenty 
Associations report fifty-seven classes with an attendance of 659. 
Eleven city Associations report twenty-eight other student classes 
with an attendance of 310, or in all eighty-five classes attended by 
969 men. The sale of text-books still continues. No less than 
972 are reported as keeping the morning watch. 

6. In many Associations both in North and South India stu- 
dents engage in voluntary Christian work, conducting Sunday 
schools in towns, preaching in the bazaars, and going out among 
the villages in bands to carry the Gospel. In one place forty en- 
gage in Christian work, in another eighty, in another fifty, in an- 
other thirty. It is difficult to disassociate the work in educational 
institutions by students from that in the churches, for it must be 
remembered that the largest influence in the Church is wielded by 
educated men, and what follows is doubtless an outcome of the 
educational movement in India. There is certainly much encour- 
agement in the missionary department. "The Indian Missionary 
Society of Tinnevelly" has great promise, "seeking to develop by 
an indigenous organization the missionary spirit of the native 
church in order to spread the Gospel in India or other lands." The 
"Home Missionary Society" of the American Baptist churches of 
the Telugu Districts supports four workers and has now sent a 
man to Natal, South Africa, to work among the Tamils. "The 
Bengal Christian Union" supports one worker, and "The Indian 
Christian Workers' Band* continues to do voluntary work. "The 
Jaffna Student Mission," founded in 1901, is a distinctly foreign 
missionary movement. In some sections of Assam and Burma 
the missionary spirit is developing at a rapid rate. In one college 
in Insein, Burma, seventeen students recently became members of 
the Student Volunteer Movement. There is a growing number of 
young men offering for missionary service and a good deal of 
money is contributed for missionary work. 

7. A distinct advance is made in the student field by the open- 
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ing of work for schoolboys such as that recently made at Cal- 
cutta for Bengalis. Some are already doing and others are con- 
templating a similar work. Two new Indian secretaries have 
joined the movement the past year and another will become a 
secretary upon his graduation soon. There has been an increased 
production and sale of Bible study and other Christian literature, 
showing that students are reading, studying, and thinking. The 
Inquirer, edited by Mr. J. N. Farquhar, is attracting the attention 
of a large number of students. Student camps are growing con- 
stantly in number and importance, and the deepening of the spirit- 
ual life is a manifest result of these conferences. The place of the 
Association as an evangelizing agency has a strong hold upon mis- 
sionaries and other educated men. 

8. Some of the problems are : How to develop among Christian 
students a deeper sense of what the real Christian life means ; how 
to develop student volunteers, keep them interested in their purpose, 
and to secure and maintain regular missionary meetings and study 
classes in all Associations ; how to interest even a larger number 
of students to take up Christian work as a life work ; how to secure 
more Indian secretaries for Association work. Pray also for the 
Triennial Convention to be held in Bangalore in December, 1904.

B. Ceylon 

1. Of the four separate student Associations in Ceylon, three 
are in a very satisfactory condition, while the fourth seems to be in 
decline. The three report an aggregate membership of 271. 

2. We use the pamphlets and leaflets of the Student Volunteer 
Movement of India and Ceylon and do not publish any indepen- 
dently. The Young Men of Ceylon is published in the interest of 
all the Associations in Ceylon, and copies are taken by students. 

3. A student's conference was held in Colombo in February 
previous to the Day of Prayer for Students. There were over 
thirty present from five educational institutions of Colombo. 
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4. Many students in Colombo were led to accept Christ through 
a united mission conducted by the Rev. James Lyall. The mission 
had a marked effect, especially on the Royal College Association. 

5. Bible class work has not been so good as in the previous 
year. The total number reported in classes is forty. 

6. The only new development reported showing missionary in- 
terest is the dispatching of a deputation from Jaffna College to the 
"foreign" mission station in South India to determine the best 
site for the erection of a permanent home for the mission workers 
already there. 

7. An encouraging fact during the year is the request to or- 
ganize a student Association in Wesley College, Colombo, the 
largest educational institution in Ceylon. This organization we 
hope to effect at the beginning of the school year next month. 

8. Our most difficult problems are the securing of workers, 
both voluntarily and paid, and men capable of arousing and main- 
taining interest in Bible study. Prayer is asked for these two 
items, and also for the opening of doors for work among profes- 
sional students in Colombo. 

9. Suggestions regarding work among schoolboys between 
twelve and eighteen years of age would be appreciated by pur 
movement.

II. The Student Young Women's Christian Association of India 

1. The total number of student organizations is twenty-eight 
with a membership of 610. (Several branches have had to be 
omitted as we have not the membership for the past year.) 

2. No new pamphlets have been published during the past year. 

3. One student conference was held for Urdu-speaking stu- 
dents at Lucknow. Eighty-six delegates were present, seventy 
students and sixteen missionaries, foreigners and friends. 
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4. During the past year the work has been practically at a 
standstill for want of student workers. There has been no travel- 
ing secretary and hence the branches have not been visited. 

5. Practically all the members, 610, attend the weekly or in a 
few cases fortnightly Bible classes. The average attendance has 
been 450. This is without including the three new branches lately 
formed that have a membership of fifty-four. 

6. Six of the branches have regular missionary meetings. 
One branch supports a Bible woman, and its members visit poor 
people on Sundays. There is no great missionary interest among 
the Eurasians. It is the one thing lacking. They do not seem to 
realize their responsibility. 

8. Prayer is needed: (1) For more student workers to carry 
on and open out the work. (2) For openings for reaching the 
students in the government arts and medical colleges. (3) That 
greater missionary interest may be created among the Eurasian 
students and the native Christian students of India, and that more 
may offer for missionary work and be willing to give up their 
lives for Christ's service.

Report of the Student Department of the Young Men s 
Christian Association Union of Japan 

1. We have fifty-two separate student organizations with 
1,450 members. 

2. New pamphlets published during the year are : "Two Lec- 
tures for Students," by President Charles Cuthbert Hall; "Con- 
stitution of the Young Men's Christian Association Union"; 
"Personal Purity." 

3. During the past year three district conferences have been 
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held, attended by forty-eight, forty, and thirty-five delegates re- 
spectively. The summer conference at Arima was attended by 
180 delegates. 

4. As far as we can judge the total number of students be- 
coming Christians during the past year was larger than during 
the preceding year. Decisions as a rule have followed the study 
of the Bible and private heart to heart talk from the teacher. In- 
tense activity centered in a few Associations and Bible classes 
which had correspondingly large results. Where the individual 
work idea has been acted upon the fruitage has undoubtedly been 
largest. We have, however, not been satisfied with the extent to 
which individual work for individuals has taken root since it was 
systematically introduced two years ago. Mr. Mott's pamphlet on 
the subject has continued to be helpful, and we are now having 
Dr. Trumbull's book called "Individual Work for Individuals" 
translated for publication. The student body as well as the 
people at large seem to be seriously disposed at present, and 
the chief thing needed is groups of earnest workers who will let 
nothing interfere with the presentation of the claims of Christ to 
fellow students. 

5. The Arima summer conference put a little more emphasis 
upon Bible study than preceding conferences. It introduced one 
model class under Dr. Sasamori, but both at conferences and at 
ordinary classes the Bible lecture usurps the place of real inductive 
study, and little if any progress can be recorded in daily home 
study of the Bible. A daily portion is read by a great many and 
articles about the Bible are scanned, but in searching the Scrip- 
tures we can record but little progress. One of the significant ad- 
vance steps of the year was a two-day Bible institute at the Tokyo 
Association attended by an average of 225. The eight lectures 
were thorough and inspiring and will be published in book form. 
In Osaka and Tokyo, directories of young men's Bible classes 
have been published and have been helpful. The increase in Bible 
study enrolment, following upon the securing of secretaries, has 
been quite marked in Kyoto, Osaka, Tokyo, and Yokohama, for 
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although the secretaries are in some cases primarily related to the 
city Associations they powerfully stimulate the student Associa- 
tions. The average number of students in Bible classes, including 
those taught by Association teachers of English, was 900. 

6. We have no student missionary movement as such, but the 
trend of events in the Far East is fast forcing it home to the 
consciences of all Christians, and of Christian students especially, 
that the responsibility for the evangelization not only of their own 
land, but also of Korea, their ward, and of China, their former 
teacher, rests primarily upon them. This conviction, as embodied 
in education, diplomacy, and commerce, and finally in arms, has 
at length led two of the Japanese missionary societies to send a 
few workers to Formosa and Korea. This movement is bound to 
grow and to attract students of faith and determination. This 
only emphasizes anew the pivotal importance of saving Japan for 
the sake of the whole Far East. We have printed lives of Robert 
Morrison and William Carey in our magazines, and other biogra- 
phies are in preparation. In view of political complications it has 
so far seemed unwise to attempt any of the work for the Chinese 
students in Tokyo which was mentioned in our last report. 

7. In addition to the above facts we are thankful to report the 
following encouraging items : (1) Strong student Associations have 
been formed in Osaka Higher Technical and Kobe Higher Com- 
mercial Schools with Association dormitories, both under the 
charge of Christian professors. (2) A Japanese secretary has been 
secured in Kyoto, an educational center of growing importance. 
(3) The Bible classes and other Christian work of the "Asso- 
ciation teachers" of English in government schools have continued 
to bear good fruit, notably in two towns hitherto sealed to Chris- 
tian evangelism. (4) Student evangelistic bands from Tokyo Im- 
perial University, and other Associations have done much good 
by speaking at interior towns during vacations. 

8. Among our problems we would name the following: 
(1) Our gravest need at present is a national secretary adapted 
to both city and student departments. The post has just been left 
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vacant by the resignation of Mr. Takai, and a successor is ex- 
tremely hard to find. (2) A well qualified secretary will go a long 
way toward solving the second problem, namely, the tendency to 
friction between the two departments in some local fields. (3) 
How to get funds to meet the great opportunity always open to us 
— the establishment of halls and dormitories for the Association, 
especially those near the leading government colleges. (4) How 
to promote such work of the Spirit among the leaders of our 
movement that they shall insistently press the evangelistic work 
and make our Union a missionary power in the whole East. 

9. The chief request which we have to proffer at present is 
that the Federation will meet in Japan at the earliest opportunity 
after the present war. We had already laid plans for properly 
entertaining delegates next September and the report of the com- 
ing conference had stirred up interest throughout the land, but we 
believe we shall be still better able to profit by and to utilize 
the conference when it does come two or three years hence. The 
consciousness of being a unit in a world movement is gradually 
becoming disseminated to our remotest Associations, and the idea 
of giving as well as receiving from the other members of the Fed- 
eration brotherhood is taking possession of them.

Report of the Scandinavian University Christian Movement 

I. Norway 

1. There is one general organization — the Norwegian Students' 
Christian Association — in which are included the Women Stu- 
dents' Christian Association, the White Cross, and the Norwegian 
national part of the Student Volunteer Missionary Union, all of 
them still existing as independent associations. The membership 
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of our separate organizations is 110, the special associations in- 
cluded. 

2. Excelsior, our Scandinavian periodical, is now issued in 
Christiania. 

3. About 125 members were present at the Conference at 
Soro (July, 1903), and nine at the Edinburgh Conference. 

4. Our work for bringing students to Christ has been carried 
on, I believe, with greater results than before. This is chiefly due 
to the missionary, Rev. Johannes Johnson, and Mr. Robert P. 
Wilder. The latter especially led several of the youngest students 
to a more personal Christian life. 

5. The number of students in Bible classes is seventy in ten 
classes. We have received great help from Mr. Wilder, who 
gave us valuable hints for more fruitful study of the Bible. 

6. We are sorry to say that missionary interest among the 
students seems to be at a standstill. During the past year no one 
has joined the Student Volunteer Movement. Yet it must be said 
that with us students often think of becoming missionaries with- 
out joining the Movement until they have passed their exam- 
inations and are ready to go out. The mission study band has 
continued with about seven members, some of whom are new. 
Now and then students speak cm missions in Young Men's As- 
sociations, both in town and outside. 

7. Last May our Association bought a house, Incognitogaden 
12, for the sum of Kr. 51,000. The house was taken possession 
of on the twenty-first of last October. Mr. Carl Lovenskjold, the 
late Prime Minister, and his wife have made a legacy of Kr. 
50,000 to promote Christian work among the students of the Uni- 
versity of Christiania. 

8. One of the most difficult problems of our Association is to 
win more non-theological students to Christ. 

9. We are thankful for all the help we have already received 
through the World's Federation from leaders of foreign Chris- 
tian movements, and we hope also to receive such help.

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II. Sweden 

1. The total number of students' Christian organizations in 
Sweden is two, since the formerly independent organizations in 
Upsala united into one, which at the end of February, 1904, 
numbered 155 members. The other association is the Students' 
Christian Union of Lund, formed in 1902 and now counting sixty 
members. In Stockholm a Bible circle of twenty-five students 
from different institutions has been meeting regularly every week 
for the whole period covered by the report, but no organization 
has as yet been effected. 

2. The Upsala Students' Christian Union has published a re- 
port of its work for 1901-03. One of the organizations belonging 
to that Union, viz., the Students' Missionary Union, has published 
a translation of the "Evangelization of the World in this Genera- 
tion," by Robert E. Speer, and also a volume of 185 pages in 
celebration of its twentieth anniversary, called "Studentmissions- 
foreningen i Upsala, 1884-1904." Two sermons preached to stu- 
dents have been published by the Upsala Young Men's Christian 
Association, one by Professor L. Brun, "Vil du blive frisk," and 
one by Pastor G. Poulsen, "Bonnen." 

3. No national students' conference has been held, but in Lund 
125 students, partly Danes and partly Swedes, met for two days, 
April 23 and 24, in conference. One hundred and seventy-five 
Swedes took part in the Scandinavian Conference in Soro. 

4. No definite answer to the question regarding conversions has 
been given from any of the centers. Upsala and Stockholm indi- 
cate that no change has taken place in the conditions during the 
year. 

5. A general Bible class has been held weekly in Upsala at- 
tended by an average of fifteen. In private Bible circles fifteen 
men and twelve women students have taken part. Stockholm 
reports an average of eighteen, Lund an average of ten. 

6. Upsala reports one new member in the Volunteer Union. 
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Mission study classes have been conducted in Upsala with an 
average of about ten and in Lund with a number that is not re- 
ported. In the spring of 1904 several small mission study classes 
were started as a result of the Edinburgh Conference, numbering 
in all forty-eight students. The Student Missionary Union of 
Upsala encourages regular giving by distributing collecting boxes. 
Eight students from Upsala, two from Stockholm, and one from 
Lund attended the Student Volunteer Missionary Union Confer- 
ence in Edinburgh. The Student Missionary Union of Upsala 
celebrated its twentieth anniversary on the twenty-seventh and 
twenty-eighth of February. It was very well attended by former 
and present members as well as by the general public. Lund also 
reports mission study classes. 

7. As encouraging facts Upsala reports that during the au- 
tumn of 1903 meetings have been better attended, especially when 
speakers from abroad have been present. Social work among 
young men and boys in the outskirts of the town has been started 
by the student department of the Upsala Young Men's Christian 
Association. Twenty students have taken part in this work. 
Work among schoolboys has also been taken upon a larger scale 
than before. Lund reports that the university sermons have been 
better attended than before. The Bible circle in Stockholm 
shows remarkable strength and utility. 

8. To the question regarding difficulties, Upsala answers : "We 
need a stronger sense of the uniting power of practical Christian 
life and at the same time of the need of deepening the Christian 
life of the individual. We need also greater appreciation of practi- 
cal Bible study in common. We are in danger of becoming one- 
sided and turning into a small 'clique/ thereby missing our oppor- 
tunity of uniting all students who work for the same aim as our- 
selves. We are not able to influence our fellow students as we 
ought to. We need a deeper sense of our responsibility toward 
them in our private conversation, and more courage and wisdom 
to influence more powerfully the student life in general." Lund 
answers, "Bible study." In Stockholm there is great difficulty in 
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reaching the students because they are scattered and there is very 
little social life among them. 

9. Upsala and Stockholm are looking forward with great ex- 
pectation to Mr. Wilder's visit in the autumn and have also ex- 
pressed their earnest desire that Mr. Mott should, if possible, ar- 
range to visit the Scandinavian countries in the spring of 1905.

III. Denmark 

1. There are three student organizations with a total member- 
ship of 600. 

2. The following publications have been issued by Stu- 
denterhjemmet : "Handbook for Students," "Song Book," 
"Christmas Book." 

3. The Scandinavian Students' Conference at Soro was at- 
tended by 500 delegates, and an overflow meeting held at the 
same time at Herlufsholm was attended by twenty-five delegates. 

5. The movement now has fourteen Bible circles with 112 
members. A series of Bible readings by Pastor L. P. Larsen, a 
missionary in Madras, was attended by a large number of students 
with much interest. 

6. A new association for the development of missionary inter- 
est has been formed, "Akademisk Missionskreds." Two of the 
volunteers intend to go out as missionaries this year. 

7. The number of members of the Christian Students' Asso- 
ciation is increasing. The religious meetings have been better at- 
tended. A greater number of students took part in the Lord's 
Supper in common this year on the Day of Prayer than the year 
before. The work among schoolboys has been carried on. 

8. We desire prayer that we may be clearly guided as to the 
right basis for an organization.

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IV. Finland 

1. There are about 177 members in the various student or- 
ganizations belonging to our movement. These include the Stu- 
dents' Christian Union, the Women Students' Christian Union, the 
Student Volunteer Union, and student members of the Young 
Men's Christian Association and of the White Cross Department 
of the latter organization. 

2. The following publications have been issued: "Report of 
the summer conference in Viborg, 1902"; a paper read at that 
conference, "Ruumis sielu ja henki" (Body, soul and spirit) ; 
"Adveniat IV."; "Go Ye Into all the World" (in Finnish) ; "The 
Christian Woman and the Purity Movement," by Sigrid Wilen, 
president of the Women Students' Christian Union. The pe- 
riodicals of the Young Men's Christian Association, Kuu- 
kauslehti and Manadsbladet, have given reports of the student 
movement. 

3. No special student conference has been held. Thirty-three 
Finnish delegates attended the Scandinavian Conference in Soro. 
In the Spring of 1903 Baron P. Nicolay gave some addresses to 
students which were very well attended. Miss Rouse's visit in the 
autumn was the means of much blessing and help to the Women 
Students' Christian Union. 

4. The Men Students' Christian Union has not made any 
progress. The number of Bible circles has diminished and only a 
few members have joined. The reason seems to be partly the 
political and financial depression, partly the want of practical or- 
ganization in the Association, and the want of a secretary who can 
give his whole time to the work. The Women Students' Christian 
Union is full of life and has grown externally and internally. 

5. At the suggestion of Miss Rouse the women students have 
started union Bible classes. The number of those who attend 
these Bible circles is about 100. 

6. The interest in missions has increased. The women students 
have continued to collect money for missions. A hundred Finnish 
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marks have been sent by them to Miss Alma Kestila, a student now 
at work in the Finnish mission field in South Africa. Two women 
students attended the Volunteer Conference in Edinburgh. 

7. The Women Students' Christian Union has rented rooms 
and purity work has been successfully started. A mixed choir of 
twenty-one members has been formed. 

8. We need a suitable form of cooperation between the Men 
Students' Christian Union and the Young Men's Christian Asso- 
ciation. We wish to join in united work Swedish and Finnish stu- 
dents. The great spiritual need is more unity in Christ, more ear- 
nest zeal for the Kingdom of God, more appreciation of prayer 
in common and of private Bible study. 

9. If possible we would be glad to have annually a visit by 
some speaker from the World's Student Christian Federation. A 
visit by Mr. Mott would be very specially welcomed.

Report of the Students* Christian Association of South Africa 

1. The number of organizations is about eighty, the number 
of members approximately 3,600. 

2. Pamphlets published: "Helps by the Way," a leaflet for 
young converts to assist them in meeting temptation and to keep 
them from falling back into sin ; "The Life of Peter the Apostle," 
with notes for senior Bible circles ; "Bible Study for Junior Cir- 
cles," consisting of topics suitable for the weekly study of our 
junior members. Cards : Morning Watch, membership, mottoes, 
"Make Jesus King." The Christian Student, our organ, has a 
circulation of 1,400 copies, which shows an increase of 400. 
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3. Two student conferences were held, one at Cradock, June 
26-29, 1903, more especially for delegates from the Eastern Prov- 
ince. This conference was attended by 120 delegates from twenty- 
four Associations. The other, our sixth annual conference, was 
held at Paarl, July 15-19, 1903, and was attended by 360 delegates 
from forty-four Associations. This was by far the most represen- 
tative student conference ever held in South Africa. 

4. As regards influencing students to become Christians the 
past year has been far more fruitful than the preceding year. This 
is due chiefly to the plan of work we followed. South Africa is too 
wide a field for the efforts of one traveling secretary, and so our 
traveling secretary was led to confine his efforts chiefly to one 
part of the country where most of the large colleges and schools 
are situated. We ascribe the fruit of the last year's work to the 
following causes: (1) Delegates to the conferences were led to 
see that the one great object of the Students' Christian Associa- 
tion is to win men to Christ. (2) Regular Bible study has been 
the means of influencing many for Christ. (3) Special efforts 
put forth by the traveling secretary were greatly blessed by God. 
These efforts have taken the form of special evangelistic work by 
the traveling secretary assisted by a few theological students. 
These services were preceded by daily fervent prayer for a fort- 
night before the meetings, and succeeded by thorough personal 
work at the after-meetings and for some time after the meetings. 
(4) Our conferences have also been a source of definite blessing 
to many who were not Christians before. Our plan is to use our 
morning sessions chiefly for prayer and Students' Christian Asso- 
ciation work, the afternoon sessions for deepening the spiritual 
life, and at the evening sessions we have strong evangelistic ad- 
dresses. The young converts are then immediately given in 
charge of stronger Christians and enrolled in Bible circles and as 
members of the Students' Christian Association. (5) The ob- 
servance of the Universal Day of Prayer by earnest supplication 
and evangelistic work. 

5. This last year again there has been a large increase in the 
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number of students and scholars in Bible circles. Three thousand 
"Junior Bible Studies" were sold, compared with 2,400 last year. 
These Studies are very suitable for our juniors, and are a source 
of blessing. The great importance is felt of having suitable leaders 
for Bible circles. Much stress is laid upon the responsibility of a 
leader. We believe that in our Bible circles lies the great staying 
power of our Association. Much time is given to this subject at 
our conferences. 

6. The interest in missions continues to increase. Our Student 
Volunteer Band numbers about 150. Several volunteers have 
left for the field and several have resigned. At our annual con- 
ference twenty-one students signified their desire to become stu- 
dent volunteers. About sixty student volunteers have studied A. J. 
Gordon's "Holy Spirit in Missions" in classes with very definite 
blessing. At the annual conference the most important resolution 
taken was when the audience of 500 young people rose with one 
accord to carry the proposal "that the Students' Christian Associa- 
tion support one of its own student volunteers as a missionary in 
the foreign field." In eight months over £200 have come in for 
that purpose and at our annual conference in July our missionary 
will be appointed. 

7. A most encouraging fact in our Association is that in the 
last year about 1,000 Morning Watch cards have been taken by the 
students for signature. We have met with such success that we 
have appointed a lady traveling secretary and also a general 
secretary. About £600 have been contributed by our members 
towards the expenses of the Students' Christian Association. 
Ministers, teachers, and students believe more than ever in the 
Association as a power for Christ. It is making itself felt as a 
mighty factor in winning the youth of this land for Christ. % 

8. In South Africa the students speak two languages, and 
with the incidents of the late war still fresh in the memories of all, 
it is very difficult to wipe out this line of cleavage. May our work 
be blessed so richly that another traveling secretary may be ap- 
pointed. May the foundation of this movement be laid sure and 
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deep and broad as the love of Him who is our Master. We re- 
quest the prayers of other movements: (1) For wisdom for our 
leaders in dealing with the most difficult and delicate language and 
race problem. (2) For more hearty cooperation from more of our 
professors and teachers. (3) For the extension of the work in 
Transvaal, Orange River Colony, and Natal. (4) For the open- 
ing of closed doors in a few of the large colleges and the large 
commercial towns. 

9. We hope the Federation will soon allow the general secre- 
tary to pay us a visit. We should be very grateful for sample 
copies of literature, especially on Bible and mission study.

2. The movement has continued to issue occasional news let- 
ters and in addition to these makes judicious use of the literature 
of the World's Student Christian Federation. 

3. No general student conferences of the movement has been 
held during the year, owing to the fact that the different Associa- 
tions in the organization are so widely scattered. Annual con- 
ferences for most of the Associations have been held locally. 

4. Reports from the various organizations indicate an exceed- 
ingly fruitful year. From a large number of institutions have 
come reports of conferences among the students, and of the quick- 
ening of religious zeal and of spiritual earnestness. These have 
largely been the result of definite cooperation on the part of pro- 
fessors and students, working under a better understanding of the 
objects and purposes of our movement. 

5. The great majority of the institutions connected with this 
movement expect all of their students to do definite Bible study. 
Many of these institutions are using the "Suggestions" furnished 
by the International Committee of Young Men's Christian Asso- 
ciations, and this work is exceedingly fruitful and satisfactory. 

6. In many places evidences of increased missionary interest 
abound. Probably the largest volunteer band of students under-

taking to go into definite missionary work is to be found in the 
Assiut Training College in Egypt. This band has over eighty men 
who have offered themselves for missionary work among the Mo- 
hammedans in the Sudan. In a number of places the students 
equip and support missionary enterprises in fields near to their 
institutions. The bulk of the missionary effort is home mission- 
ary in character. 

7. Perhaps the most noticeable fact of encouragement during 
the year has been the earnest desire on the part of a number of 
organizations represented in the movement for internal develop- 
ment, and for a higher type of Christian work to be done through 
organization among the students. This has resulted in the re- 
organization of the student Christian work in the Fourah Bay Col- 
lege in Sierra Leone, and the definite organization of a Young 
Men's Christian Association there. The students of the Training 
College in Villa Nova de Gaya, Portugal, the Associations in the 
Syrian Protestant College, Beirut, Syria, and in the colleges of 
South America also report definite advance in spiritual develop- 
ment and practical Christian work. 

8. Probably the greatest problem in our movement arises from 
the fact that the different organizations represented in the move- 
ment are so widely scattered. The reason for maintaining such a 
movement as this arises out of this very problem. Each field has 
its own local problems, such as indifference on the part of the stu- 
dent body, petty persecutions through religious prejudice, owing 
to national and sectional conditions, and lack of familiarity with 
methods of Christian work. The students of all of our organiza- 
tions earnestly desire the prayers of their fellow Christian work- 
ers that God may manifest Himself in great power among them, 
and that the Spirit may so fill their hearts and minds that they shall 
become strong and mighty elements in the regeneration of their 
brethren, and in seeking the salvation of the world.
